MPERS Receives Clean Audit for Fiscal Year 2020 


During the November 19, 2020 board meeting, Nick Mestres from Williams-Keepers presented the Fiscal 
Year 2020 Audit Report. There were no recommendations included in the report, resulting in an 
unmodified, or clean, opinion of the financial statements. An unmodified opinion is the best audit report 
that MPERS could have received. MPERS has received a clean audit for more than two decades.

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Investment Performance Update 


Fiscal Year 2021 is off to an excellent start. The markets continue 
to recover from losses due to the COVID-19 pandemic. As of 
November 30, 2020, the portfolio is up an estimated 11.5% for the 
fiscal year (July 1- November 30) and total assets are at an all-time 
high of $2.6 billion. Longer term, MPERS’ 10-year return ranks in 
the top 15% of the peer universe, with a risk profile (as measured 
by volatility of returns) that is better than 99% of pension funds in 
the peer universe.
